JUDGMENT, 


Following is.the judgment :— 
This is a suil for damage by. collision in- 
stituted by the Imperial Chinese Government 
as owners of the Chinese -cruiser Kwangiat 
against the owners of the British Royal Mail 
Steamer Eruprese of India, the:Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway Company. ‘ 
The collision took place between 11.45 and 
r1.g0 on the night of the 17th of August last, 
off the coast of China between the Lamacks 
aod Breaker Point,” The cruiser received such 
injuries that she sank in about an hour and 
forly minutes after the collision, In the mean. 
time the mail steamer stood by, and sent boats 
to the rescue of those on board the cruiser, and 
171 ont of a total of 184 Were saved. The mail 
steamer remained near the spot until there was 
‘no longer any hope ‘of saving life, and, 
wherever the responsibility may fall for the 
collision or the effects af the. collision, it is 
fally acknowledged that the mnil steamer did 
all that could be done for the rescue of those 
on board the cruiser, 

At the time of the collision both steamers 
were bound from‘Woosung to Yongkong, and 
it is common ground thai up to about half an 
hour before the-collision’ and for some ‘time 
Previous they had’ been on the same or nearly 

“the same course {about S. 65 W, true), the 
cruiser ahead of the mail steamer, and the mail 
, Steamer following her and overtaking her, and

The story of the cruiser is that she was steam:

the starboard bow, about’ one degree or so, 
cnough to say it was on the starboard bow, and 
not onthe: poft bow; that at 11.38, about ten

and run into the mail steamer, An ex- 
planation is given for the cruiser starboarding, 
It is said that when the mail steamer was 
overhauling the cruiser, and shbytly before 
the latter was obseived to be starboarding, ao 
Junk was seen ahead on the mail steamer's 
starboard bow in such a position as.to be 
slightly on the cruiser’s port bow, that the 
cruiser appeared’to starboard in order to avoid 
tho junk, although her proper manceuvre would 
have been to port, but having starboarded there 
‘was still room for her to have resumed her 
course, but this she did not do, but persistently 
‘kept on a starboard helm, swung round rapidly 
Jo port and so brought about the collision, - 
The defence of tha mail steamer is rested 
Upon this statement. The fact whether the 
conduct of the cruiser was such as here tes- 


cribed, whether she starboarded and ran into |. 


‘the mail steamer, {sdiyectly. put in issue be- 
tween the parties to the suit, and the testimony 
ofthe witnesses on one side apd the other 
appeared so conflicting that it would have been 
extremely difficult for the Court, unaided by, 
nautickl ‘considerations to form an opinion 
which statament is entitled to credence. J 
therefore requested the naval. gentlemen, with 
whose assistance J have been favoured, to give 
me their spinion upon the probabilities of the 
sespective statements in issue, :
